At the same time 
we Should remember that we paid in 
taxes, $31,369.50 for the repair of 
gravel roads and $95,682.42 to mee 
bonds that have been issued to paj 
for new roads built in Rush county 
We should remember, too, that th 
state highway commission is building 
some permanent, roads and that its

and stone roads is good—so good ir 
fact that state highways as a rule 
arc more desirable for travel than 
county roads.
